Ottawa—The amount of money 
which may be loaned to war veterans 
under terms of the Soldiers’ Settle- 
ment Bill has increased by a 
special order-in-council from $4,800 
to $6,000, it was announced,

said war veterans now could be loan- 
ed $4,800 for purchase of farm land 
and building materials and $1,200 for 
stock and equipment. 

Under the original act passed at 
the last session, of parliament, veter- 
ans were permitted to borrow $3,600 
for land and building materials and 
$1,200 for stock.
